Spring Rains Swell River, 
Ice is Slow to Move To- 
wards Bay ' 








Water is rising In the Moira River 
today, but old time citizens who bare 
studied the whims of tho river for 
years, are reassuring in their bellef, 
that there will not be a food this 
spring. The water ig rising, but the

The complete tomb was brought to 
this city=from Saquara, near ancient 
Memphis, Egypt. In the center of the 
reconstructed fomb is a stone sercap- 
hagus of ancient Pharmoh. The tomb 
walls are“compoeed of gigantic blocks. 

Upon the walls, carved in base- relief 
are scenes from the life of Ra-ka-pou.

YOUR TIRES 


As you know the tirea of the motor 
car take away the shocks and jars that 
would otherwise shake the engine ter 
ribly. atu 

In addition there «sre also springs 

which sustain the body and permit com- 
fort to the passengers even over rough 
roads, 
Now Nature‘as usual has provided 
you with tires and if you take Gre of 
them you get the maximum service, 
just as with the tires of 1 motor car. 

Now what are the tires of that body 
of yours? 

Welt the tires are the connective tis- 
sue cushions that are found between all 
the bones of your spinal column. These 
cushions fit in between the bodies of 
the bones which are sustaining your 
weight, and take all the jar y that 
precious bundle of nerve tissuc—the 
spinal cord. 

A severe jar of the cord and you are 
paralyzed fora few minutes, and any 
real injury means permanent, paralysis 
and death, sy 

So Nature expects you to take care of 
these cushions. 

How? By standing and sitting cor 
rectly, all parts of these cushions get 
wom. evenly and the weight of your 
body is where ‘it should be, that is on 
the large. heavy\part of the bones in 
front, instead of on the lighter part at 
the rear of the column. t 

Now as you know ordinary rubber 
tires wear-out and are discarded. Your 
tires wear down a bit, throdgh the day, 
and by night each cushion is preseed 
down a slight fraction of an inch by 
your body weight. As‘a matter of fact 
you-nre about a half inch shorter at 
night than in the morning. 

However, by resting nt night the 
cushions assume their normal size by 
morning and are ready for the dsys run. 

So try and wear your tires out evenly 
by. standing, sitting, and walking cor 
rectly. It will prevent the jars which 
cause headaches and backaches.

During‘the Middle Ages when a ship 
was ready to leave her moorings two 
trumpeters would come hastily aboatd, 
and, standing-in the bow, would blow 
two Jong blasts, a signal that the boat 
was about to set out to sea. The 
sailors would then rush to the stern of 
the boat and with long poles push out 
into deep water, where the oarsmen be- 
gan their work. Later, if the wind were 
favorable, the square, bright-colored sail 
in the center of the boat waa unfurled, 
and the rowers were permitted to rest. 

The two blasts tlie trumpeters sound- 
ed in the Middle Ages are still blown 
by our magnificent boats, only they use 
deep-throsted steam whistles, and, in 
place of poles, puffing little tugs pull 
the boat away from the dock, 

Deck-Houses Added 

“The Middle Ages sailors and ship- 
builders made many improvements in 
their crafts that are still used. Previ+ 
ous to the Middle Ages, no shelters had 
been erected on the upper decks Now, 
however, forecastles and additions!

Eighteen of these are engaged in keep- 
ing the peace in Mesopotamia and parts 
of Africa. ,
